Wasiiinotoit, Msrob 5.— One hitch in tho 
TariS" bill in the Senate committee appears 
to tread upon another's heels. When the 
Demooratio members of the oommittco sep- 
arated on Saturday, they bolioved a form.al 
consideration of tho work to-doy would re- 
sult in final action. When they met to- 
day, the Senators found themselves more at 
sea than when they at- first came together, 
One event served to show that the bill 
would have to be laid before the 
Republican members. No notice was 
issued for a meeting of tho finance 
committee, and inasmuch as to-dity 
was the regular meeting day, Sena- 
tor Vorhees took the precaution to iuforni 
his Republican collougues that there would 
ho no mooting. When thero would be, ho 
could not say, but contented himself by 
assuring tho meuiljors that us soon aa the 
bill w&B ready lio would call a. meeting. 
When aalied during the day what progress 
was made, me mbero shook thoir heads du- 
biously and other Democratio aonators, nota- 
bly the "conaorvative," declared they could 
not eeo how tho bill could bo got ready short 
of two or three days. 

During tho day Sscrotary Carlialo, Asals- 
tont-Seccotary Humlin and Commissioner 
of International Revenue Miller wore all bo- 
foro tho oommitteo, Mr. Miller was there, 
as ho had been before, to give tho informa- 
tion ncodcd on revenue matters. It is un- 
derstood that a di6cu3eion developing some 
warmth was had this morning. One attempt 
was made to reconsider the tax on tobacco. 
It is said that the committee raised this tax 
from six cents a pouad to ten cents. Mr. 
MoPhorson to day endeavored to have it 
changed to twelve cents, and pointed out 
that tbo manufacturers favored this, if any 
change was to bo made, for it would not in- 
'terfere with existing package systems, 
whereas, if the disproportionate amount of 
ten cents were fixed, much of the maohluery 
now used in manufaoturing w ould be useless. 

ThejCommittee is understood to have re- 
sisted ftuy effort to change the ampuDts said 
to ba^e been agreed upon, as bhfs would 
necessitate a complete overbsnling of the 
rates fixed on Imported tobaooos. The 
changes made by the sub-committees are 
very numerous, and begin with tbo date 
when the law is to go into efTeot, which is 
June 30, IS94, instead of June 1, and fol- 
lows on through all tho schedule, commenc- 
ing with the first item on the first schedule, 
"schedule A," chemicals, oils and paints, 
and running olear through to the free list. 
A partial list of the changes is herewith 
givon : 

Schedule 1. — Cotton nianufaotures, pira- 
grapha 'Jo to 2U:> are all stricken out, und 
in place of tho varying duties on cotton 
thread, yarns, spool thread, etc., there, 
some of them specific and eomo of tbem ad 
valorem, a uniform duty of 30 per cent, is 
provided. 

In piir. 201 of tho cotton schedula, all 
printed cottou cloths are made dutiable at 20 
per ct. ud val, ; bleached, 25 per cent, ad val ; 
dyed or colored, .'JO per cent, ad val.; and 
all manufactures of cottons not specially 
provided for, 'M per cent, ad vul. 

In [tho woolen and maniifaclures' sche- 
dule, commencing with par. 280, woolen 
and worsted yarns are made 30 per cent, ad 
val. instead of 35 per cent, as in the Wilson 
bill. 

In par. 281, woolen and worsted oloths, 
shawls and knit fabrics are made 35 per 
cent, nd val. instead of 40 per cent, as 
in the Wilson bill. 

lu par. 282, blankets, bats of wool and 
flannels are made 30 per cent, inste&d of ,2o 
per cent, ad val., as in the Wilson bill. 

In paragraph 283, women's and children's 
dreaa goods aro changed from 40 per cent, 
to ,'!.^ per cent. 

In paragraph 2S t, readymada clothing is 
mkde dutiabli) at 40 per cent, ad val , in- 
stead of 45. 

In paragraph 2S5, cloaks, eto, , are made 
dutiable at 35 instead of 45 pec cent. All 
carpets, etc , aio chancrd. Silk manufao- 
turr.s are changcid from 25 cents per pound 
to 20 per cent, ad val. Thrown and spun 
silk is changed from 20 cents a pound to 30 
per cent, ad val. Laces, embroideries, oto , 
are reduced from 50 to 15 per cent, nd |val. 

The duty on playing curds is changed 
from ten cents to tv/o cents a pack. 

liuttons, ugito aro left unchanged ; 
pearl and aliell buttona aro changed from 
1 cent per lino and 15 per cont, ad val., to 
40 per cent , ad val, 

(iunpowdcr of all kinds is made dutiable 
at 10 per cent., ad val. 

Matches are cut frO'H 20 per cout. to 10 
per cont. ad valorem. 

Tho duty on unset diamonds is reduced 
from 20 to 15 per cent, ad valorem, and on 
set diamonds from 35 to 30 per cent, ad 
valorem. Diamonda in the rou^h aro free. 
Pearls aro reduced from 15 to 10 per cent, 
ad valorem. [V^^ 

In tho leather schedulo, solo leather is lu- 
creased from 50 to 40 p. c. ad val, 

Tho Wilson olaaaification of gloves is 
thrown aside by the Senate committee and 
all gloves ate inoluded under one general 
head at 40 p. o. ad val.

Mr. Hnddart Enters Into a Ten Years' 
Contract With the Dominion 
Government, 

The Paeiiie and Atlantic Steamships to 
Be Connected by the 
C. P. K. 



(From oar own Corresoondent.) 
Ottawa, March 6. — ^Ihe Government has 
entered into a contract, subjeot to the sanc- 
tion of Parliament, with Jamea Huddart 
for tbo conveyance of mails, etc., by a swift 
steamship service between England and 
Canada. The period is for ton years, with 
the option of renewal at the expiration of 
that time. Mr. Huddart is leaving for Eng- 
land to form a company with snfflclent capi- 
tal to provide for the building of four first- 
olaas steamthipa capable cf steaming 
twenty knots an hour at sea. These 
steamships are to be fitted with °tbe 
latest refrigerating appUanoes for the 
carriage of chilled beef and other 
meats, poultry,' fruits, etc The 'amount'of 
the aonnal snbridy will be $760,000.^ ^ It' is 
Mr. Hnddarb's intention to unite the pres- 
ent Australian steamship servioe with tho 
proposed new Atlantic service, in order to 
give further accommodation on tho Pacific 
route. Upon Mr. Huddart's arrival in 
Eogland next week ho will immediately 
place an order for a third ateamahip for the 
Australian service. It is proposed to or- 
ganizo a through service from England to 
Australia via Canada by a combination of 
tho two Bteamship Eurvioos and tho Canad- 
ian Pacific railway. The government 
h&ve every confidence iu Mr. Huddart, ho 
having proven his ability by tho prompt 
manner in whioh ho organizad the Aus- 
tralian service and will give all rcaaouablo 
aesiatanca to tho proposed now compiny. 
The Canadian termini will be Quebec in 
summer and Halifax in winter. Tho Eng- 
liah terminal port is not absolutely detor- 
miiied but will ba settled after examination 
aa to whore tho most traffic can bo secured. 
It is expected that; tho British Government 
and tho Australian colonics will aubaidizs 
the new line. This now Imperial route will 
bo tho swiftest route for Australia and New 
Zealand. The mails will be carried abso- 
lutely tbrangb British territory.

He was 
oneered as left, the ipalaqe by the. jEwsem- 
bled crowds.'' Mir.' Qladaionel drove o'ui this 
afternoon and ytM also frequently cheered. 

It is cfHoially annoanoed that. Earl Kim- 
berly will succeed Lord Boiiebery as acc c- 
tary of foreign affairs. Hon. Henry Hart- 
ley, Fojyler, president of the government 
board.' will talie', the place of the Earl of 
Kimberley as secretary for India, 

John R'.dmond refurca to commit himself 
as to the policy of the Farneliite wing of the 
Irish parly in relationship to the leadership 
of Lord Kosobery. Lord Rosebery bad a 
conference with his ministerial colleague* 
this morning.

IMPERIAL PREROGATIVE. 

Criticism In the Beiclistne of the Kaiser's 
Coarse -la Fardonlne an Oflicer Con- 
demned by Coort Uartlal. 

Berlin, March 5.— In tho Reichstag to- 
day there was an interesting debate on tho 
Military Supply bill. In tho course of tho 
discussion General Bronsart von Sohellen- 
dorff. Minister of War, took occasion to de- 
fend General von Kirchofif from the attacks 
of the Sooialists. Gen. von SobellendorlF 
declared tbjit if Geo. von Kirohoff bad been 
tried by a jury iaatead of being tried by a 
military, court, whosa prooeedinKS were 
secret, he would , have been acquitted. 
Although, .he had. been found guilty 
and sentenced to impciionment by the mil- 
itary otmrt, the Eaiperoc had exercised hia. 
right of clemency and not only pardoned 
General ' von Eirchoff hat had bestowed a 
decoration upon him. " The preroKatives 
and rights of the Prussian crown," lie de- 
clared, " aro not subject to .discussion in 
the Roiohetag, and I hero protest against 
such interfereuce." (Cheers.) Leaatofall, 
ho said, tho socialiits should touch tho 
crown's prerogatives. Tho time might como 
when they would need tho king'a clemency. 
Herr Leenzman protoated opainst tho lan- 
guage used by General von SchellendorlT. If 
General von KircholF was justified iu tho 
murderous attack he made on Herr Har- 
risoh, he said, every anarchist was justified 
in murderously attacking existing eociety, 
uU legal remedies failing. Herr Bebel said 
that aocording to tho war minister tha an- 
arohists were juatitied in resorting to viu- 
leueo. General von SchellendorfT'a advocacy 
of General von Kirchofl'a cxuae and hia do- 
fenc-o of the action '.vaa what might bo ex- 
pected in a military state that was still 
semi-barbarous, but it bad a strange sound 
in the legislative halls of an enlightened 
nation. 



CARNSi^IE'S C014TBACT. 

Damages Against the Company for Irregalar 
ttles In f'alfliment of Qoverament 
Contracts. 

WASniNOTorr, March 4. — ^The Secretary 
of the Navy on Friday night made publio 
some interesting facta heretofore a carefully 
kept ttcret in regard to tho armor plato con- 
triicte of tho Carnegie company for the new 
navy vtssels. Tho publication waa called 
out by Washington dif patches to the New 
York Tribune, asserting that defective 
armor plates, lo tho value of somo milliocs 
of dollars, had been imposed upon the gov- 
ernment at tho Carnegie works. Secretary 
Herbert's oiilaial statement is as fallows : 

" Earlytin September last the department 
aeoertained that itiegal praotioes were being 
resorted toby some of the employes of iho 
Carnegie Steel Company, limited, at. Fit s- 
burg, Ponn.,io the manufacture of armor 
for the Government, and these Irregularities 
had been continued for some time. A 
thorough investigation was set on foot at 
once. It was ascertained lb»t while all tho 
armor manufactured for the Government 
was good — ull excelling the lowest limit of 
tolerance in tho apecificationo— yet that 
pjrtiona of it were not up to tho highest 
possible mark of excellence, which hy their 
contract tho company wua bound to attain." 

After some time ppoul in negotiat ioiia, tho 
Carnegie Sl;etl oomptiny api]eulod from tho 
Secrotary of the Navy to ttio President, who 
on January 10 an-sesaed ihii damage against 
the company at Sl-IO. lSt. tit, and the ooin- 
pany, January 10, lSi)-l, set lied with tho 
(Jepnrtnieat. There wua no evidence show- 
ing oflioora aliovo tlioee immediately supsr- 
intending tho tempering and heatirg, wore 
at all cognizant of tho irregularities, but as 
tho company was reaponsiblo for the acta of 
its employes, damages to that extent wore 
aescsBcd against tho company and the con- 
tracts continued. 

" Tho department has taken such precau- 
tions at this and all other points where con- 
tract work ia being done for tho govern- 
ment, that it iu believed to ho inipouaihlu for 
any irregularities to occur in the future 
-without immediate deteotion."

TSa ORGAN GETS NEW LIQIIT. 



Themenibera of tho Opposition, led by 
the representative o£ New ^Yeatminate^, 
have persisted in assorting that they iiavo 
proved that the revenue of the Province has 
been steadily declining for many years. In 
this they have been valiantly backed up by 
their Victoria organ. Laat evening, how- 
ever, a change camo over its mental vision, 
for in an article headed "The Omitted 
Coluiun," it showa tliat its own previous ut. 
ternucoa, and those of the different members 
of the Oppaaition, on the subioot of the ox 
piosion oi tho ravenne were altogether 
wrong. The article definitely states that 
the revenue has increased every year since 
1887, it being in that year §537,335, while 
in 1893 it had risen to §1,012,257, or, as tho 
Timea admits, tho oobrae ot the revenue has 
been upward and onivard. 

In order to make aa little as possible of 
this healthy and oontinuoua rise in the reve 
one, our contemporary sets down the expen 
diture for the same period. This is the 
"omitted column." It ia not very clear 
what our contemporary means by this 
pbrsae. It does not say who it was that 
made the omiaaion. It uertamly was not 
the Qovemnkont, for this oolamu ia set out 
prominently and with groat exaotneas in 
the Government ata.tements and in the 
Public Accounts Reports. 

But the allusion to the " omitted column " 
is agviuat tho Timea' argument, if it can bo 
oiUed an argument. Thia column simply 
shows that the expenditure has risen from 
$713,151 in 1887 to 81,431,438 in 1893. 
The statement further shows that 
the proportion of expenditure to rev- 
enue waa not so great in 1S9.'5 
as it was in 1887, even taking tho total ex- 
penditure. When, however, we investigate 
the subject, we find that thia statement of 
expenditure convincingly proves that the 
Mtnal .expendltere of the Province is not 
only smaller in proportion to revenue to 
what it was six years ago, but it further 
showa how oonsietently the Oovornmont has 
carried out the wiahea of tho people od ex- 
pressed by their reproaontativea. In 1887 by 
BnalmoBtnnanimouBToteofthe House, it waa 
resolved that a loan should be raised to be 
expended on public works, such as roado, 
streets, bridges, etc. The result of thia ex- 
penditure waa very aatiafaotory to the 
country and gave evidence of its great ad- 
vantage by the large increase in revenue 
which almost immediately followed. 

Tho Legislative Aaaembly of 1891, ap- 
proving this policy of advancement, by u 
large majority resolved to continue such 
development worli8,and authorized a further 
loan, which ia now being expended, and tho 
reault of thia expenditure ia clearly evi- 
denced by tho grer.t riao in the reveaue. 
In 1S90 it waa SS.'Jj, lG3 ; it roae in 
1891 to 5959,218, and in 1892 to $1,012,257. 

Thus we see that during the last seven 
years about $1,600,000 in cash has been bor- 
rowed, and there has been expended on pub- 
lic works about S'2,200,000, exoluaive of aur- 
veya and also excluaive of tho Government 
buildingnow in course of erection. Itiaclear 
therefore that if thepublieworliaarededucted 
from the expenditure column and debited to 
the loan aoeonnt, the current expenditure ia 
less than the revenue. The Times, in order 
to bn correct, should add to the revenne col- 
umn tho auma borrowed, which would bring 
it up to §7,100,000 against expenditure of 
SS,982,425, thua conclusively proving tho 
oorreotness of the Government's statements. 

THE MEOHANIOAL MINORITY. 

The News-Advertiaar tells its readers that 
the second reading of the Redistribution 
Bill was carried "by tho usual machine 
vote." It is amusing to hour men who stick 
to their pvrty, right or wrong, and who fol- 
low their loader submisaivcly wherever it 
Buita his whim or his interest to go, re- 
proaching vttae:;;Government supportera for 
voting meohanicaily. Anything more me- 
cbanloal than their own movements on the 



redistribution question have been cannot be 
imagined. 

Wtien there were no data at hand on 
whioE to base a redistribution of the seats of 
tho Legislative Aaaembly, or rather when 
the data furnished by the census returns 
were riJlouloualy incorrect, they with one 
aooord; taised a ory againstthe Government, 
because it did nob go on with 
the work of rodiatribiition. Not ono of 
them ventured to assert that the figures fur- 
niahed by the Department were oorteot and 
a proper basis ' on which to distribute the 
representation. Yet they all, with but one 
exception, condemned tho Government for 
nob bringing in their Redistribution Bill 
last year, and declared that as it was not in- 
troduced, the Government had brolien faith 
with the Legislatare and the people. 
Nothing could be more meoh'anloal than these 
tactica. There was nob even a glimmer of 
sense in their conduct as a party. 

They knew woU, while they were making 
khia outcry, that tho doUy of a year was 
neither an injury nor even an inconvenience 
to the Frovinoe, yet they kept it up all the 
same. What bonld be more reasonless- 
more meohanloal — than this I 

Now, when a measure is submilted to the 
House, which ia allowed by all impckrtial 
persona to be fair and judicioua, thia aame 
mechanical minority, when their leader 
pulls tho strings, vote ngainat it. If over 
the individual inembers of a political party 
acted the part of mere-puppets, those who 
compose the minority In the Legislative 
Assembly of thia Province are tho men 
Tboee of them who ore not pulling tho 
wires, move as the wire-pullers and how the 
wiro pullera wiah. It ia evident from tho 
very weak way in which the members of the 
Oppoaltlon oppose the Redistribution BUI, 
that they have really nothing to say 
against it, and that if they did what 
their reason dictates, they would givu 
it their hearty support. Bub this 
docs not suit their leader, so thoy become 
passive in hia hands and move aa he pulls 
the wires. We doubt very much if there ia 
one of the rank and file of -the Oppoaltlon 
who, if he noted occording to the dictates of 
his own common eenao, would not have 
voted aa Mr, John Grant did. But thoy 
gave their common senao into the Hon, Mr, 
Buaven's keeping and voted as he willed 
and nob aocording to the oonolualons at 
whioh they had arrived. 

The passive obediraoe of the Opposition 
wa8>een in the submissive way in which 
they obeyed orders, when their leader 
foolishly and faotioualy made up 
bis mind to obstruct the business 
of the Houae when the Estimates 
were under consideration. What oould 
have been more mechanical and lesa reason- 
able than the movements of the Opposition 
on that ocoasion ? And it ia the same in all 
matters of importance. It ia very eoldom 
that any member of the Opposition — Mr. 
Grant excepted— ahowa'a spark of independ- 
ence. Yet tho organs of this mechanical 
Opposition have the asauranoe to sneer at 
what they call the " machine vote " of the 
Government. There waa thia dilFurenco be- 
tween the Government members and tho 
Opposition members in the matter of the 
vote on the aecond reading of the Redistri- 
bution bill : Tho supporters of the Govern- 
ment voted for what they knew was a good 
measure ; the members of the Opposition 
voted against a measure which they oould 
nob give a sound reason for oppoaing. 



somewhere about forty-fivedegreea,and when 
the man who aacenda it has a pack of one 
hundred pounds weight on hia back, it will 
be easily underscood that he needa a resb 
when he gets, at the top. Then at one stage 
of this route the wind is at times so high 
that the traveller ia at timea utterly unable 
to face it, so he muat wait until the wind 
changes before he can proceed on his jour 
ney to the coast. Thi], in the fall of the 
year, when every hour is precious, is a very 
great drawback. 

Mr. Gavureau, who explored part of the 
country east of Juneau City, believes that 
the Taku River route ia preferable to tho 
ono by Chilicoot Pass. The land part of the 
journey is over a much moro level country. 
A trail can be out with comparative ease,, 
but before lake navigation Is reaohed,there Is 
a belt of forest to broas. B!e does not, how 
over, look upon thia aa a drawback, for 
where there is plenty of timber, the travel- 
lers aro able to build their boats or canoes 
apoodily and witb little Inoonvenlence. 

The abort land journey appears to be the 
moat difficult part of the whole roate of 741 
miles. If a trail were cat, as proposed, on 
the Taku route, the journey oould be made 
more quickly, with safety and with compar- 
ative ease. If the minors were sure that 
they would nob be delayed on the road, they 
could stay some weeks longer at the mines 
It ia the fear that winter will overtake them 
among the mountains that oanses them to 
atop ir.ining operations early in tho autumn. 
The expcnae of cutting tho trail is estimated 
at between ten and twenty thouaand dollars. 
Tho Province has an interest In making the 
gold mining regions of the North as easy of 
aoceaa its poailble, and we have no doubt 
that the trail will be out in the not distant 
future. 

It is complained that tlio Canadian 
miners on tho Yukon obtain their eupplica 
from American souroes, because bonding 
privileges cannot be had at Juoeau City, 
which is not a port of entry. This is a 
difficulty which, wo should think, oould bo 
easily aurmcunted by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment.

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THE FAR NORTH. 

Very little ia generally known of the ex- 
treme north of British Columbia. Indians 
know a good dcai about it and so do the 
surveyors who have explored it. The 
miners who go there for gold toll us that it 
ia hard to get to it and almost as hard to 
get out of It. It a land of mountains, 
plains and plateaus, of lakes and rivers and 
awamps. The Yukon winds through It like 
an immenae aorpent. Tho river ia nav- 
igable for over two thouaand milea. There 
is besides a complete network of eniallor 
rivers, the names of which are strange to 
eouthern ears. Many of these rivers run 
over sanda or bars containing gold. To 
got this gold the miners encounter 
diflioultiea and undergo hardships of 
which wo who otay at home 
have but a very inadequate idea. Theeo 
hardy, adventurous men have to paddle 
and pole canooa up rapid rivers, they have 
to climb mouutaina, oroas foreata and 
morassea, and when thoy reach tho inland 
lakoa, they muat build their own boata to 
take tliem to the end of tlioir journey. 

It is not very woU known how these men 
aro rewarded for all their toils and dangers 
and hardships. Tho placer miner is very 
reticent. He keeps " a close mouth," and 
it is not often that it is known what luck ho 
has had. Gold mining in tho Nortli is a 
lottery. Wo can only infer that the men 
gr-t gold in paying quantities, from tho fact 
that they keep on going there in incroaaina' 
numbjrs, in spite ot every hardship and 
privation. 

According to Dr. Daweon thcro aro 
1,500 milea ot river in tho Yukon 
country in which gold ia found. 
And old atogers who know pretty 
well what is going on in the mining region, 
tell us that the average amount of gold 
taken out of these mines during the last four 
years is $160,000 annually. At Forty Mile 
Creek, which Is the mining headquarters, 
there are about ^00 miners during the 
scnaon. 

How to lessen the tolls and dangers of a 
journey to and from the mining region ia a 
problem which those interested in the mines 
and the Government have been considering. 
Tho diatance from Juneau City, in Alaska, 
to Forty Mile Crook by tho Chllcoot Pasa is 
737 milea. By the Yukon River it ia 1,000 
milea. The Chilcoob Paaa route has many 
diillculbies. There la one place where the 
traveller has to, olimb up .a. steep^ ^moun- 
tain * aide 'foK ; nearly a mile ' on 
his bands knees. The slope ia. 



NO ANARCHY IN THEIRS. 

A demonstration waa made in London a 
few diya ago which showed that the mob of 
that great city has no sympathy with tho 
Anarchists. It waa made on the oooaaion of 
the funeral of Bourdin, the French Anarch- 
iat who was killed by his own bomb. A 
crowd of about eighteen thouaand waited 
for the procession in Fitzroy Square. 
Tho men wore dotcrniiDed to aliow thoir 
diaapprobjitiou of Anarchy and Anarchists 
by amashing the hearse, ocffia and inourn- 
ing coaches, and by hustling and mauling 
the mourners and ethers who formed tho 
procession. It was very evident that tho 
crowd v/as not in a very pleasant mood, for 
tho police touk the alarm and sent oil' tlio 
cortege in another direction. Even thou the 
hearse and aiogle oarriage, which were all 
that were allowed by the police, were fol- 
lowed by a howling crowd and tho police- 
men had to interfere vigorously to prevent 
miaohief bciug done. Harold Frederic, who 
dcecribca tho accno in ono t f hia lively let- 
ters to the Now York Timea, saya : 

'I ahonld aay that- thia demonstration 
was infinitely more valuable than all the in- 
ternational treaties possible to imagine. 
Herotofora no ono haa been able to tell how 
far thia dry rot whii-h is porvortiug Con- 
tinental populationa had found or acems 
likely to find a congenial eoil in tho London 
aluma. Yesterday's answer was luoiinious 
and conclusive in the highest degree. It 
ahows that the roughest oIoebcs in London 
are every whit as intolerant of bomb throw- 
ing as tho Bhopkecpers and bondholders, acd 
that they will bo only too glad of a chanco 
physically to demonatrate their fceltnga." 
It might be expected that an English mob, 
compoaed no matter of what class or classes, 
would have no sympathy with men who 
murder by wholesale. Killing whore there 
ia no fightiLg is not to their taste. They 
have a wholesome hatred of men who use 
unlawful wonpona.

NAVIGATION IMPROVEUENTS. 

Mn. PoNOii moved: Whereas the navi- 
gation of the Nikomekl, Serpentina and 
Campbell rivers is at'pteaent muoh impeded 
by log jams and by 'shott ourves, all of 
which could be removed at a comparatively 
slight GOBI; and whereas the Dominion 
governmonb have already expended dif- 
ferent sums on the Nikomekl and 
Serpentine, with great advantage^ to 
these streams and a very small additional 
expenditure would largely extend the 
navigable portion of them : and whereas the 
cleaning out of the navigable portion of the 
Campbell river would enable the set- 
tlers on the upper part of the Btream 
to utilize the river for necosBury droin- 
Bge and also provide on outlet. for 
timber, of which there is a lar^^io supp'y 
belonging to tho Dominion government ; 
Be it ihoroforo reaolved that a roBpeotful 
address be presented to His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor praying him to urge 
upon the Dominion government the neces- 
sity of taking steps to carry oub these sug- 
gested improvements. 

Motion agreed to,

The'hooae \rent Into oemmitttee of the 
wholn on the redistribution bill, Mr. Martin 
in the obair. 

Hon. Mb. Beaven, on olauso 2, asked 
what ia the necessity for 33 members in a 
province with a wblte popalation of Ufj.UOU 
He had never been-in favor of inoreasiog the 
representation to that number, which only, 
made more members for the government to 
equare. 

Hon. Mb Davie — How many would the 
hon. gentleman propose to have '! 

Hon. Mu. Bsaven — I am not tho govern 
ment. 

Hon. Mu. Davie pointed out that to have 
responsible government in the province it is 
ucoesGftry to have an independent Icgisla 
ture, in which the proportion of members of 
the government shall not be so great that it 
will n&ve the mastery over tho Icgislaturo, 
as would practically be the case if thure 
were only 25 or 27 members as formerly. 
Oae of tho greatest constitutional minds in 
Canada, tho lato Sir John Macdonald, had 
said that responsible government could not 
be carried on in British Columbia until 
tho representation was increaeed from 25 
as it then was Ho considered that to 
maintain tho number as at preuent is in tho 
best intercBts of tho province, and that those 
who advocate a reduction aim a blow at re- 
spoDsiblo government and seek to place tho 
legislituro at the mercy of the executive. 
While this would not be a very serious af- 
fair at present, tho time might come when 
a less scrupulous executive would bo in 
power, and the disaetroua cfTcot of the 
obange would then bo felt. 

Mk. Brown argued in favor of having 
"five or six thousand dollars worth of mem- 
bers less in tbe faciiise," and stated that he 
kne«v of no othisr way in which this bill 
oottld be amended.'- in faot be favored bring- 
ine in a new bill altugeih'erL . 

Hon. Mr BkaVen denied th»t the pro- 
vince really has responsible government, and 
aa au illustration held that in this very bill, 
for iuetanc?, the executive — which under 
responsible government should have formu- 
lated a policy and Bubm'itteJ it to tho house 
— had no policy at all until the niembera of 
tho legislature had come hero and met 
in private in the provincial eeorotary'a 
department to help them frame the bill. He 
tgreed with Mr. Brown that tho meaaure 
notv under consideration is so dtfeoLivo that 
it is impossible to ameod it. As to tho de- 
mand that ho should state tho proper num- 
ber of members, it would be time enough 
for him to prescribe when he waa called io, 
and he' thought that if the attorney-gen- 
eral would ask his brother he would tind 
out that that is the correct prinoiplo for a 
pbysioiKD. 

Mr. Hunter said since Dr. Davie had 

been mentioned, ho might say that tho Doc- 
tor would never bo found hanging round 
where there waa Buppoaod to bo a p;itieut 
and suggeating to everyone whom he could 
get to liattn to him that tho treatment that 
patient was receiving was altogether wrong, 
or i» uy any chance Dr. Davio did express 
such All opinion he felt sure that if asked to 
tUfij^cat tlin proper treatment ho would do 
s.-- ill f.n inatiiut. Ho wiahcd to point out a 
striking iuconBiatency in the two epceehei) 
which tho hon. leader of the opposition had 
made on this bill. In tho first ho said it id 
not such a wonderful production aeoing that 
three years have been spent upon it, but 
just now he had told the house that the bill 
had beeu made np since the meeting of the 
legislature. 

Hon. Mu Davie said with reference to 
the illustration uucd by the leader of the 
opposition, it seemed to him that tho govern 
ment are in this instance in tho position of 
tbe physician in chief, and that the mem 
bers of the legislature on both sides are the 
oonsnlting physicians, It seemed rather an 
extraordinary thing that when one of these 
consulting physicians is callod upon, he 
should refune his advice— after ho bad 
accepted his retoining foo of S600. 

Hon. Mn. Bkavkn replied that the ex 
pre^aioii Ik; liad used, that it would bo time 
enough for him to prencribo when ho waa 
Ciller! in, originated with Sir Robert Peel 
under almost similar oircumBtances. He 
held that tho Premier is tho physician in 
chief and that tho other members of tho 
executive are the consulting staff. Ho felt 
it would be uacleaa to offer any uniondnients 
as tho members on tlio other side had 
already agreed to auppoi;, the meaauro and 
would doubtii.sa do bo irrcapectivo of what 
might bo said. 

iMit SwoHi) moved an amendment pro 
viding for two members instead of one, for 
each of tho four ridings into which West, 
minster district ia propoaed to bo divided, 
The CiiAiuiiAN, objection having been 
t ikon, ruled the amend men tout of ordcron tho 
ground that it proposed to ircreuso the rep 
reaontation above (ho number of which 
could not be done by a privnto member, 
This decision was uppoulcd to tlio speaker. 
The Si'KAKK.lt rultd that the houae huv 
. ing adopted tho principle of .'i.'i mombera 
" before referring tlio bill to committoo, it 
Mras not in. order now to inoi^case the reprc 
.sentatioa as proposed. - 

Mb; Bbowm spoke aKainst; giving Yiotoriu 
fonr members,' while Westminster has only 
one. ■ . 

Mb, Semliit protested that tho rcpro 
sentation of Yale is not adrt^uately provided 
for, as compared with other districts. 

Hon. Mr. Vebnok pointed out that, tak- 
ing the interests ef the province as a whole, 
the best possible thing had been done for 
Yalo that oould bo done without increasing 
tho total representation. 

Mjt. BnowN repeated tho objection urged 
that equal roprcBcntation ia not given to all 
tho divisions of tho province, 

Ho-V. Mu. Davik Hnid lie must admit that 
ho had been ucablejto follow tho argument 
made by Mr. Brown tho other night ond 
now followed up, about the traua-Cuscado 
and the ois-Casoade and the island divisions, 
but he was etmck by the faot that while that 
^entlsmoa condemned the government for 



incidentally. i,taaognizing:',.the two natural 
divisions oaiiikBd by . thei'rghlf of Georgia, he 
himself wishea tooreate other artificial div- 
isions of trans-Cascade and cIs-Cascade. He 
had no complaint, it appeared, because, as 
he said, the tranB-Casoade country is to have 
one member for every, 900 of population, 
against one for eivary. 3,000 In the cls-Cas- 
oade district, as he calls tbe place whore 
he lives ; bat ho oomplains that Vanoouver 
island is to have one member for every 
2,000. Tho only doduotion that oould bo 
drawn from his remarks was that tho peo- 
ple who live on Vanoouver island should bo 
punished l)y having only one member for 
every 3,000 of white population, or only 
nine members altogether. Ho showed how 
imposaiblo it would bo to deal with the 
representation upon purely mathematical 
prinoiploB ; and that tho changes made 
were generally recognized aa being in the 
right direction, for ho had had many letters 
from people all over the country, including 
several from Chiiliwaok and from Yale, 
from people he had never met and did not 
know personally, congratulating the gov- 
ornmont upon the bill. 

Mh Bkown spoke in opposition to tho 
division of Lillooet — now having two mem- 
bars— into two ridings, with one member 
for eeoh, holding that tlio district would bo 
sufficiently represented by one member. 

Mb. Stoddart declared that when Mr. 
Brown was in Lillooet last summer ho did 
not talk in this woy. (Applause.) Then 
he said he was quite satisfied with the re- 
presentation of Lillooet and other outlying 
distriots, and that they were noVat all over 
roprtamtfid. 

Mu. Smith confirm 'd what had just been 
sail! hy his uolloague from Lillooet, as to 
M •. Urown'a utterances when in that con- 
siiiuoncy. He held chat the outlying dis- 
rrictB are fully entitled Co the representa- 
turn they are allowed. 

/ M r Brown olalmod that his remarks In 
LMInoet had been niisqudced by the mem- 
bira from that ooDstituenoy. 

Mr SwofiD moved to amend the bill so as 
to provide that Lillooet shall have only one 
membtr. 

Mu. Kitchen, coming in after the. qnes 
tion had been put, claimed tho right to 
speak, pro^rs<^iDg against the amendment as 
he thought that Lillooet should have two 
members. He urged tbathe should be al- 
lowed to give his views. '■ ' 

Hon. Mit. Davik— Yon're hi a bad fix 
(Laughter.) ; i 

Mr. Ivitohen— No, Pm in no fix at all. 
A Voice — Y'ou are looking for a const!, 
tuonoy. (Laughter.) 

Mil Kitcue.s' protested that ho is not 
looking for a constituency and that ho has 
no intention of looking for one outside of 
where ho resides. 

Mu, Se.mlin suggested that the amend- 
ment should be withdrawn, 

A Voice— Oh no ! we'll put you on record 
here, (Laughter,) 

The amendment was put and lost only 
Messrs. Sword and McKenzie voting for it. 

With respect to West Kootenay an im- 
portant amendment was made, this being, as 
Hon. Mr. Davio stated, at tho instance of 
Mr. Kellie, the present representative. Tho 
tflfeot of tho amendment ia to better equalise 
the two ridings to be created, a conBiderablo 
territory beiog taken from tho south and 
added to the north ridiog. This includes 
the Lower Arrow Lake country, below tho 
50th parallel, and the Columbia river terri- 
tory to the boundary. Among tho settle- 
ments thus tranfpoaed are the Trail Creek 
mining oarop, the town of Robsou and tbe 
ranches of Fire Valley and Trout Creek. 

On tho clause reapooting Garriboo, and 
reducing the representation from .three to 
two members, Dr. Watt and Mr. Rogers 
spoke expressing regret at: the necessity for 
tho reduction but aoknowledgiog tbe iustice 
of It. 

Mr. McKenzie moved to amend the 

clauses relating to South Victoria and 
li-quimalt districts, so that they should 
form ono conBtituenoy. The hon. gentle- 
m-in'u motion, however, ho found to bo out 
of repair, and after tho committee had wait- 
ed for somo time for him to fix it, Mr, 
Sword wrote out another but simpler ono to 
the aamo effect, and moved it. 

Mk Ki'.EiiTg apoko in jiiatification of the 
reprtaoutatiou allowed to his district, which 
lie showed contrasted very favorably, in the 
matter of the revenue yielded, with those 
in the Westminster district. 
At six o'olook the house rose. 

Aner BeeesR, 
Hon. Mr. Yebnon spoke in opposition to 
the amendment. He dwelt upon the greater 
relative claim of the popnlatloB of Victoria 
and Kaquimalt distriote to representation, 
on tho ground that the residents in these 
diatriots are substatitial men' of the best 
c'aaa who have madu their homes perman- 
ently here, while in other distriots with 
moro names upon^tho voters lie's tho popu- 
1-ition ia moro or lees ahifting, na for in- 
stanoo in thoao including tho miniiii,' and 
logging camps. Ho thought tho amend- 
ment propoeed a great injustice to these dia- 
tricts, whose population has increased enor- 
mously einco confederation and sliowe every 
indioalion of a steady permanent iucrease. Uo 
poinied out that Kiiquimalt particularly is 
on the evo of very important developments 
which it is tho duty of tho house to take 
into consideration. 

Mu. Beaven spoke against the amend- 
ment, on tho ground that it would be a uao-

''UiUlona otYfM Animals Skins' Chanee 
' - . Hands in London In a 
Week. 



iBuyers From Many Conntries Compete 
for tlie Costly Sable or Modest 
Eaccooou. 



More thi\n thrco millions of the ekina of 
'fur-boaring nnimala were last week sold in 
■four days by public auotlon from the stores 
■«f Sir Chulea Lampaon, at. College Hill, in 
■the olty of London. EiigHsli, 'GermanB,- 
■BttBsiand, Austrians, Poles, Canadians, nnd 
Ainerioans were there to buy, and the akina 
wore sold, paid for, and on their way to 
half the countries and capitals of Karope 
before the week was ended. 1,528,000 skins 
of the mntquMh were Bold^on :Friday be- 
tweoa 10'a.in. and 4 p.m., nod the day's 
work oonoluded with a oompelition for 
"sundries," comprising hides of tigore, Uans, 
lynxes, and many of the rarest oroutures to 
" be seen at the Zoological Gardona' men- 
agerie. 

At the risk of swamping the sonao of pro- 
portion by figures, we give the names and 
numbers of some of the skins, which, 
through all changes of fashion, have been 
prize i aince man first turned hunter, and 
uro now on thoir way to the furriora from 
tliis one gigantic store :— G,550 boars' akins, 
bliiok, brown and griz/.ly; 20 Polar bears'; 
1,-lGO beavers' sUine; 2,017 Russian sables of 
the most costly kind; half-a-million Austra- 
lian and IL'0,000 American opossum-skins, 
nnd twicn that number of skunks' and ra- 
coons'; ;iU,000 martin or Aniericau sables; 
150,000 minks'; 3,000 wolf-skins, and some 
20,000 coats of rod, white, Asiatic, and even 
of the tiny "Kitt" foxes, dooa not oxhauat 
the list. Wallaby, kangaroo, chinchilla, 
hair-seal, monkey, lamb, and wolf skins 
swell the total in tens of thouaanda. 

The HadBon'a Bay Company hold a rival 
of equal oalibre ; and in March, the winter 
catch, of greater quantity and finer quality, 
will bo gathered and diaperaed in the oity 
with the same ropidity, and with more 
eager competition by the fur-loving RuBsiana 
and Poles. Viewed only as an example of 
commercial organizition, these aoals are a 
credit to the city. Those who have spout a 
lifetime in their purchase and preparation, 
find nn endless interest in the fura them- 
Bolves. Yuu can smell them n street off— 
an odour of camphor loaded with a faint, 
heavy asvour — like the fat of aaorifico ; for 
the lofty witrohoueo ia packed on every story, 
from floor to ceiling, with the undressed 
skins. The myriad hidea of the smaller ani- 
mals, the muaks and muequash, beavers and 
Babies, opossums and martens, are simply 
stripped from the body of the animal and 
turned inside out, — drawn off like a ({lovo, 
and so lie flat, except the sables, whicii are 
fastened in bundles by a strip of raw rein- 
deer hide passed through the muzzles. 
Stacked in iron racks from floor to ceilint;, 
and divided by partitions, each "lot" ia 
numbered and scheduled in ihesalo-eatalogue 
according to its quality and condition, and 
aamplo bundles, duly marked, hang in rows 
at a convenient height for the inapeclion of 
the buyers. In the catalogue of sale, a 
volume of narrow folio of two hundred 
■ pages, the quality of each "lot" ia m»rked" 
with aorupuloua care, with notea, where 
needed, atating that the skins are damaged 
by shot, unusually large or small, dark or 
pale, woolly or rough, or "cubs," in the 
case ( f bears, dyed or stained, ohoioe, poor, 
middling, or epeoimen skins. It ia the fair- 
eat sale in the world, a model of luoid order. 
It jcems at first that no one looks at the 
skins at all except; che porters, who are 
packing and presaiog them into bales. 

Men come staggering down the atairs 
under ahaggy piles of wolf skins, with the 
grinning beads clustered ureund thoir cars, 
or stamp on piles of bear.hides between up- 
right columns of steel ; but no one scans the 
shelves where the fura He double-stacked, 
like books in a warehoused library. Then, 
of all incongruous jumbles of thought, the 
mind travela back to Lord's Cricketground. 
Fignrea in long white linen coats, and tall 
ailk hats, the traditional costume of the 
umpire, are standing at tables piled with 
fura, but instead of the batsman's "blo/.er" 
under their arms are tucked bundles of 
Bable, marten, ,ind beaver. They are buyers 
and mfrolianta, inspecting samples, and 
guarding their broadcloth in svhite smocks. 
Judgment ia passed, not only by the quality 
of the far, to which the catalogue is almost 
a anfiSoient guide, but by the soundness and 
textof e of the skin itaelf ; and the dry, yet 
atill oily skins, hide outwards, are fingered, 
Boanned, and criticised with the deftness 
and-'certainty bora of long experience. 
Xheseraw skins often bear oarioiis marks 
from the hands that first stripped from the 
mink or musquish in the for-oountries. La- 
conic Indian letterB are found scratcli- 
cd or painted on the skins, some- 
times in picture - writing, like the 
Indian letter transcribed by Marryat in his 
".Settlers in C^inadu;" more often the In- 
dian mesaiigo is written in Roman churao- 
tera; and occasionally words of Old French, 
tho legacy of the dajs of Montcalm, are ro- 
oogniz^d among tho greetings sent by tho 
Indian hunter to tho trader or the tribo. 

Tho bundles of sables arc examined skin 
by skin. Hut those ore worth £5 to £10 
iipiece, and csn hardly In judged by sample. 
The very finest und choicest sables have a 
natural b'ojni und luetro incomparable 
among furs, and need neither presaiiig nor 
art to enhance their bo»uty. At the rooms 
of tho International fur stores in Regent 
street, £')00 is asked for a bundle of t< n in 
comparable sable skins, which are neither 
tanned nor dressed, but merely strapped to- 
gether by tho reindeer thong, as they 
left tho hinds of the merchant at Kijni 
Novgorod. Seal, beaver, and mupquash 
skins in tho rough state are very dilFerent 
from the finished fur. All that is visible is 
the raw hide fUttoned, and an inner lining 
' of fur at the extremities; even this i.- not 
like the glossy lining or trimming of a coat 
- or jacket,- -but oove'red with long dull hair, 
whioh niuBt be plnokeid off by the furrier. 
,Opoianni| fox, and -racoon skins need little 
but the currier'a vrocesa to be fit for wear- 
ing. The half-million of oposum-akins in 
the atoroa showed only a glimpse of the 
grey soft far wlthinr they are 
mere dry hides .with ^ an almost 
invisible fur lining. From the pic- 
turesque point of view, the fox-skina are 
pre-eminent in tho wnrohouaea. Whole 
groves of tho soft and deep fura of the 
red fox— nob tho Enfjliah brown-red roy- 
nard, but a beautiful warm-tinted muss — 
hang from tho ceilings of tho paasageo. 
Myriads of whito and grey fox-skins with 
blackish tips are piled around tho walls, 
and thousands of pendent " brushes," in 
diminishing porspootive, aro aeon down the 
viutu of tho gallorloa. Bear-akins, except 
tho rare and much- coveted pelts of tho 
grout Polar speoles, are a purely contmor- 
ciol article. 

Yet the sight of rooma full of tho akina of 
brown and black bears, dry, dusty, and dis- 
hevelled, need not suggest oontenipb for a 
fur whioji, properly, dressed and taken in 



good condition, makes the warmest wrap- 
ping known, except the malodoroua eheep- 
akin. Among the few dreaaod fura on sale 
were half-a-dbZ3n exquisite ooata ef the akin 
of the Thibetan lamb, dreaaed in China, pure 
sllky-white without, soft within as chamois 
leather, and white aa parchment. The 
Chinese tiger must be a far commoner and 
much larger animal than ia generally aup- 
poaed. Fourteen of thcae akina bung in an 
upper room, splendid in color, and of the 
deepest and rlobost fur. One of the finest 
skins of.the Northern tiger over seen in this 
countiy now'h'anga in the International fur 
stores in Regent street. In its present con- 
dition, atretohed and dreaded, it meaaures 
fourteen feet from the noso to the tip of tho 
tail, and the ooat ia almoat aa woolly as a 
bear's. .-lu the March sales of last year, 
250 tiger 'akins' were' iaold. Lions' skina are 
scarce." It is'said'that the Chicago exhibi- 
tion caused a " boom " in lion hidea, and 
B mt them up to fancy prices. Among tl o 
uucatalogued ourioaities were a pair of 
splendid python' skins, and several speci- 
mens of . an unnamed, but- beautifdl, grey 
fur, with a rich patch' of ohestnut in the 
centre, whioh a visit to the Zoo identifies as 
those of the rare Diana monkey.- , 

Not fur finis ita way into the sale- 
room. Tht semicircle of buyers who 
throng the desks, with tho bulky catalog- 
ues before them, might be listening to a 
Boientifio lecture, or assisting at some re- 
ligious function, conducted in musical mo- 
notony by t ie l UJtioneer. (The bida are 
mide by nods, or waves of tho pon, and 
two pairs of practised eyes, on either side 
of the seller, ceaselessly scan thoir allotted 
section of the benches, and repeat tho bids, 
which are caught and mechanically repro- 
duced by the broker. Tho buBiueas ia too 
rapid and too serious to allow of talk. But 
much exchange of news, views and furs 
takes place later ; and tho chat after tho 
January and March siiloa in London will find 
un echo in tho lodgea of tho Indians 
and Esquimaux from Vancouver to 
Hudson's Bay, and among the Tartar 
ynuarta and reindeer sledges from tbe Ural 
to Kamtchatka. "Tho mystery of tho fur 
trade," writes tho manager of tho great Re- 
gent street Urm, in his admirable pamphlet 
on the uses of furs, "has disappeared before 
thu development of commerce. Tho troppora 
and hunters are no longer ignorant savages, 
ready to sell the tkins, which they have ob- 
tained with toil and peril, for beads or 
blankets or tobacco, at only a fraction of 
the true value. They no longer barter on 
tho principle that a musket is worth as 
many skins aa will, when piled close, be tho 
height of the weapon from atock to muzzlo ; 
nnd tho days are past when onormoualy 
long-barreled plecea were therefore manu- 
factured expressly for the North American 
market.

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STOCKS IN NEW YOIiK. 

Lively " Bull " Speculation on tho Ilopea of 
Itfodlfled Tariff IieglskiUou — UaxkeC 
Closes With AdTancIngtecdency. ^ 

New Yohk, March 5. — Hopes of modified 
tariff legislation by the Senate started up a 
lively "bull" speculation at tho Stock Ex- 
change to-day. Tho feeling was more con- 
fident than of late and the unfavorable 
fttaturea of the aitnation were not permitted 
to exert any Influence on the market. Ster- 
ling exchange was otrongor than over, mak- 
ing further gold exports tolerably certain. 
In fact unless there is a material inoreaso in 
commercial bills before the end of the week 
a French ateamer will take out aome gold, 
und it ia quite likely, so foreign bankers say, 
that an tlllux to London may sot in shortly. 
Neither tho liliclihood of an outQowing of 
yellow metal ovor tho poor exhibit of earn- 
ings made by some of the roads for tho 
fourth week of tho month of February 
served to check the "bullish" tendency. So 
far as railway earnings are concerned opera- 
tors were dispoaed to accept them as a re- 
floolion of past conditions and not a forecast 
of iho future. American sugar was 
the great speculative c»td. Tne stock 
opened ;^ up at SoJ and advanced 
steadily to 90, closing at 89.;^. Neorly 120,- 
COO shares were traded in and the doallngi 
were attended with considerable excite- 
ment. The riae waa assisted by reports 
that the regular dividends of -1 per cent, on 
stock will bs declared by the directors this 
week. The rumored formation of a " bull " 
pool to take 50,000 abarea of the stock did 
not receive much oredence,and the preferred 
stock jumped 4i to 80}. Load, General 
Electric and Whiskey were also in demand. 
Load, common, advanced 23 ^to 30J; pre- 
ferred, 2J to 75; General Electric, 2J 10 43;], 
and W hiskey, g to 25i and 25.{. The Weat- 
era railway group attracted more attention 
than for a long time past, and there were 
evidenoea that " bears " in thcae stocks had 
been defeated. Brokers who have a mon- 
opoly of the buBiucBS of tho Lake 
of the Woods and up - town "bear" 
cliqut-s were liberal buyers of tho Grangers 
and their purchases stimulated the upward 
movement. St. Paul advanced 2 to G'2; Il- 
linois Central 1| to 92^; Rock Island IJJ to 
70.^. liiltimore & Ohio 1 -i to 79if and North- 
western lU to lOujJ. The Southwesterns, 
notably Kansas and Texas preferred and 
Misouri Pacific were stronger on a more 
active business. Liuisville & Nashville fell 
:j to -ITJ and rallied to 155 and 45i This 
stock was depressed by tho big loss iu Febru- 
ary ■ earuinga. Tho general market was 
strengthened by tho belief that St. Paul 
ond American sugar will declare the regular 
dividend at their meetings this week. Tho 
market closed strong with an advancing 
tendency.

Tbe following letter was received from 
tbe under Storttafy of Stafe ;— 

Ottawa, Feb. 24, 1894. 

Sib— His Excellency th« GovernorGeneral 
has h>id under hia eousideratioa In council, 
a report, dated lOth January, 1894, from 
Iho Honorable the Mioiater of the Interior, 
stating that, he had had under consideration 
a copy ot a resolution passed by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho City of Victoria, draw- 
ing the attention of His Excellency's gov- 
ernment to encroachments of tho sea along 
tho foreshore of Dallas road between 
Oawego aiid Hoyd streets, and to tho habit 
of persons removing largo quantities of rook 
and gravol on that foreshore. 

His E.xoellency is advised that tho preser- 
vation of tho Dallas road is absolutely a 
municipal ofl'air, and that there ia no ground 
upon which tho Dominion Government 
could be called upon to protect tho same, 

Hia Excellency ia further adviaed that it 
ia not tho duty of tho Law OIBcera of the 
Crown to initiate any invoatigation aa to tho 
alleged trespass, but that if either the De- 
partment of Public Works or that of Mar- 
ine and Fisheries finds that the harbor or 
other public property is being injured by 
those trespassers, nnd that legal action or 
assistance ia rrquired in tho matter, the 
services of the Department of Justice may 
be had at any time.

Ald Keith Wii..son did not think that 
us the fees were fixed by a general rule of 
the Council, they could bj changed in this 
instance, without changing tho whole case, 

C. T. Dupont v/rote complaining of the 
advantage which the publication of liis 
coronany's tender gave to rival companies, 
and 'asked t-hst fresh tenders Ij? Mked, to be 
opened at a given date. 

Als. BaKbb moved that inaamuoh as the 
city bad decided upon controlling ita own 
lighting system, the letter be received and 
filed. 

Thia action was taken. 
E. Crow-Biker wrote, setting out tho 
arrangement arrived at between the Pilot 
Board and tho Hastings Steamship Com- 
pany, regarding comnnuiication with Port 
Angelea. It was moved that Lha letter he 
received and ita contonls communicated to 
tho Ma^or of Vancouver, 

Chief Deaay r'jpnrted two fires during 
February, and alao aonic changes and trans- 
fers in tbo departnicn!. The tiro alarm sys- 
tem, tho chief wrote, needed immediate 
attention, and he recommended thennstalla- 
tion of live niilea of insulated wire to obviate 
the present diiiieulty. 

Thoa. Earle, M. P., wrote, promising to 
give tho matter of tho Dallas road his atten- 
tion on arrival in Ottawa, when, he said, he 
would endeavor to obtain a grant for tho 
same— Received and filed.

aioner waa lairl over till an opportunity waa 
had of investigating tho reforencep, c^pabil- 
itiea and reapeotability of tho twenty-five 
appUcanta whoao namea were furnished the 
Council. 

Ald Habkis' motion for Icavo to intro- 
duce a by-law to mise S.S.'i.OOO for tho Jubi- 
Ito hohpital waa next brought forward. 

Al.D. Keith Wilson* moved in amend- 
ment that the e|iieBiion be hiid over for one 
week, aa ho thought the subject hid 
been sprung loo mpidly on tlie Cuuo- 
oil. There a.;ecnicel to bo nu end 
of such mattera being brought 
before tho C'-'unoil, and any inatitutiun that 
happens to be inipecunioua might come be- 
fore the Council asking to bs relieved ot ita 
difficulties. It behoved tho Council to aot 
with the greatest disorotion in plioing by- 
laws for voting money before tho people uu- 
lesB for a very aatisfaotory purpose. The 
matter before tho Council might be a aatia- 
factory one, but it seemed cowardly for the 
Council to shirk reBponeibility by putting 
this by-law before tho ptople and thus get- 
ting rid of tho troub o by placing the re- 
sponsibility on the shoulders of tbo people, 
and he did nob think tliia a proper thing 
to do. 

The chairman pointed out thsit disonasion 
on the point just at present waa not in order. 

Ald. Habris did not object in the least 
to any discussion on the subject, but thia 
waa not the tima. Ae regarded Aid. Keith- 
Wilson, he waa not at tho meeting between 
the Council and the directors, and therefore 
did not, perhaps, fully understand what was 
before the Council. 

Ald. Bakbb said that if Aid, Keith- 
Wilson could show that thia was not a 
proper by-law, be would be in favor of its 
being withdrawn. 

Ald. Keith-Wilson explained his posi- 
tion. A number of people had asked him 
to look into tbe matter. Fersonaily he waa 
not opposed to tho by-law granting money 
to tho hospital, but he thought the best 
thing would bo to appoint a committee to 
investigate this nnvttor, and if it was found 
to bo a j-a:t n.r,d i^hiiritablu claim, and a duty 
the oit;- was under, the council wore bound 
to bring forward thia by-law.

Styles explained what had been 
done at tho meeting with the boa- 
pital directors, and under the circumatancea 
he did not aeo the necesaity for any euoh 
committee, especially aa the directors of the 
hospital had promised to supply a detailed 
statement of the condition of the hospital. 

Ald. HD.MPiiuf.YS seconded Aid. Keith- 
Wilaon's motion, as from what he had beard 
he was not satisfied with ^he managcment'^f 
the hoiip^ tal. He considered there should be 
some investigation. 
Aid. Harrm' motion waa oartied. 
AtD. ICeith-Wilsok then moved that a 
committee be appointed to Investigato the 
entire question and report to the Council. 
Aid. Humphreys eeooDded the resolution, 
aud tho chairman named Aid. Wilson, Hum- 
phreys and Harris, but the loat named gen- 
tleman declined, Stating that he was no 
" eoro-head." 
Aid. Styles was then nimod. 
Al.D. LEDlNiiilA.M'a motion for tho com- 
pensation of those who had been put to ex- 
pense in having their names plaoeel on the 
vottra' list, was considered and referred to 
the city solicitors, although in the discus- 
sion on the subject it was the opinion that 
some simpler moans than lho83 which had to 
bo resorted to should bo doviacd to remedy 
a mistake made by ihoso compiling the vot- 
era'list. 

Ald. HuMrJinKY's motion making room 5, 
Maikot buildiog, the polling plat'e for the 
elootinn of school truatee vice Mr. Biahop, 
deceased, was adopted and leave was given 
to introduce a by-law to amend tho 0.ik Bay 
Aifenuo Exchange by-law. 

Ahl). Hauhis, aecoiided by Aid. Keith- 
Wilson, moved that the fUty Eagineer be 
empowered to lay out in grave plots the 
property belonging to the corporatiou ad- 
joining the cemetery. / 

As the resolution was put without notice, 
it Wtt5 decided to biing tho matter in »a a 
1 report from the Cemetery committee, which 
wa: accordingly done, and tho report was 
adopted. 

The following sums were oppropriated •

Among other thlngw, the Street commit- 
tee reported that Mr. Rithet ba allowed to 
lay a block crossing from hia ollieo on Whaif 
street to that (;f llio C.P.N. (Jo. 

Tho eatimutea liy-law was reconsidered 
and li:H.lly pisaed. In estimating the 
revenue for IS'Jl, it c.une short and bad to 
bo made up uomo fl-i.OUO, ami the matter 
was arranged by a cut of $7, 10.'5 in salaries, 
and 57,000 in muinteuance, etc. 

The Water committee repnrted on aeveral

NOT A GAMBLED. 

Prince Celonna Sues the New York " World " 
for Branding Him With Having 
Cheated at Cards. 

Paris, March 5.— Upon information given 
by Prince Coloona, John W, MaoMay's son- 
in law, the Paris ofHoiala seized to-day all 
copies of tho New York World of Ftliruary 
5, which wore offered hero for aalo. Prineo 
Colonna declared that an article .publiahcd 
in tho World of that date waa liboloua, 
Tho paragraph to which ho objected moat 
alrenuoualy said tlial he had been expelled 
from tho Jockey uUib ii: Rome for cheating 
at cards. Ilia lawyera liavo served a writ 
upon .Toaiph I'ulit/.dr, of tho \Vc)rId, claim- 
ing $100,0(10 damigoa. Maitro Doftjardins, 
tho I'rinoe'd chief eounael, say? Ida client 
will divido the amount of damages which ho 
expects will be awarded him.

Memphis, Tenn., March -i. — Tho moat 
Benaational tragedy in tho history of Mis- 
aissippi haa occurred at Kosciusko, the 
county seat of Atlanta county. S. A. Jack- 
eon, a member of the State lisgislature and 
one of the most prominent Democratic poli- 
ticians in the state, was shot and instantly 
killed, and S. Russell and William Saun- 
ders, two innocent by-atandera, were fatally 
wounded by Rov. W. P. Ritliffo, also a 
member of tho legialaturo and one 
of tho leaders of tho Populist party 
in Misaiaaippi. Tho tragedy waa tho 
culmination of a political feud of long 
atanding, which was brought to a climax 
by a bitter newspaper' controvert. Bat- 
liffd published an editorial in his paper, tho 
Vindicator, rtfleoting on Jaokaon'a vote in 
the recent contest in the legislature over 
the election of. a snooesaor to U. S. Senator 
Walthall. Jackson replied in a Card in an- 
other paper, in whioh he denounced R»t- 
liffo as a liar. 

The two men mot at the court house in 
Kosciusko on Saturday fur tho Grat time 
since tho publioatiou of Jackaou'u article, 
there was a largo crowd on hand attending 
a bankrupt sale by tho aherilf. No one no- 
ticed tbo meeting of tho two men until they 
began shooting in tho court houie door. 
Both RatlilTo and Jackson pulled their ro- 
volvera aud began a terrible duel to tho 
death, Whcu tho smoke of the 
battle cleared away. Jackaon was 
found with a bullet hole in hia 
forehead, while hia right arm near tho 
shoulder was shattered by a glancing shot 
aimed at his head. A few feet away lay 
Samuel Bueaell and William Sandcro, two 
bystanders, with mortal wounds. P,,u9eell 
was shot through the bead and expired in a 
few minutes. Sanders waa ebot in tho 
thigh. BatliCfe discharged every cham- 
ber of his revolver and finding that 
he had no more ammunition, oooly 
stood and watched the' writhing 
of his victims until the sheriff arrested bim 
and took him to jail. Rev. W. P. RatlifTc 
was tho Pojnuliet nominee against John S. 
Williams, Democrat, of Yasoo city, ut tho 
election in 1892, but he did not carry a 
single county in tho district. Tho following 
is the article that appeared in tho Vindi- 
cator, Mr. Ratlilfu's paper : 

"Mr. Jackaon says we misrepresented him 
when wo eaid ho voted for Col. Nugent in 
the caucus. If it ia any gratification lo ilr. 
Jackaon we will say ho voted for Mr. Nugent 
in the joint oojivcnlion. Ho may have 
voted for him in the caucus, nobody knows, 
for that waa by secret ballot. What wo 
said about the incident was in a spirit of 
levity, but Mr. Jackaon seoma to 
make aometliiug eUe out of it. Wo will now 
aivo him tho opportunity to cniphaaize 
the fact that ho ia not entitled to tho dio- 
tinction of being tho only Democrat who 
voted for a Populist for U. S. Senator. Wo 
reiterate every statement mado in our laat 
week'a article save that it all happened in 
joint convention, whioh fao'ionly placea him 
in a most ridiculous attitude. If thero is 
any oonaolation in this correction to Mr. 
<Jaek8i>hi he is welcome to it; but leat ho 
should think that it is subject to comment 
We will' now call the previous question on 
the whole conoerh.

Karther Trials of Submarine Pressure at tbo 
Newport Station. 

NEWroitT, R. I , Miiroh 5. — A sixth trial 
waa made to-day in tho aubmarine pressure 
testa now in progreaa at the torpedo station, 
and still human life would not have been 
endangered if subjooted to tho tost. Tho 
diatnnoe between the mine of 100 pounds of 
gun-cotton and tlie shell containing animal 
lifo was 100 feet. The exploaion waa perfect 
a vast volume of water being lifted, and 
when tho experimenters returned to the 
viaiiiity of the exploaion tho water waa 
black with mud. 'l.'ho prcaauro exerted 
upon tho ehoU in accordance with Ogurirg 
by General Abbott'a formula waa ,'i87 
pounds, tho atrongth of tlio ehell being fiu- 
ally reckoned to be 81 pounds per eciuaro 
inch. Tho ahell waa not damaged, ecilher 
was tho lifo within. A second tiial will bo 
mado at 75 feet. It is the- opinion that tho 
firings can be made innoh oloBsir.
